In fact, under the proposed rules 
an individual member will scarcely have 
the power to make a motion of any kind,

Relative to the change in the rules 
governing the committee of the whole 
the mplascty says: “lt has always been 
so universally conceded that the committee 
of the whole is simply the House itself that 
it has never been considered necessary to 

rescribe in rules what number of members 
[5 S$ necessary to constitute a quorum in such 
committee. What the Constitution requires 
is thata majority of all the members-elect 
constitute a quorum to do business in the 
House, and without any rule on the subject 
the same number has always been recog- 
nized as necessary in committee of the whole. 
In addition to this proposition to reduce the 
number necessary to constitute a quorum, 
itis also proposed by modification of old 
rule 2 to confer upon the committee of 
the “whole power to close all debate 
on apy section or paragraph of the bill 
under consideration. Such power has never 
been heretofore given to committees, but 
always has been exercised House, 
and in our opinion it would unwise to 
make a change in this respect, especially if 
100 members are to constitute a quorum ip 
commmittee of the whole.” 

On the subject of permitting the Speaker 
to ceunt a quorum, the minority says: 
“This is the must radical and, in our opin- 
jon, the most dangerous innovation pro- 
posed by the majority.

BLACKMAILER BOYCE 
THE GRAND JURORS. 


AND 


Ineffectual Attempt to Prove That 
They Were Unduly Prejudiced 
Against the “Gineral” — Ar- 
raigned for Cruelty to His Wife 
—Gonjon Pardoned. 


After several postponements. on 
account of sickness the Boyce case 
came up yesterday in Department No. 
6 of the Superior Court, and the at- 
tempt was made to show prejudice on 
the part of the Grand Jury that in- 
dicted the general manager of the 
Tribune upon a charge of blackmail. 

The “‘Gen.”? was present, having 
arrived from San Francisco, the night 
before, and the hearing took place. 
Judge Shaw sat in the place of Judge 
McKinley, who declines to take part 
in the case, owing to former profes- 
sional relations between himself 
and the defendant. The attempt to 
show prejudice on the part of the Grand 
Jury was very energetically made by 
W. F. Fitzgerald, Esq., who appears 
as counsel for the accused, but did not 
meet with very much success. 

The late grand jurors were several 
minutes late in putting in an appear- 
ance, and Judge Shaw directed a 
bench warrant to issue for them. 
Several of them came in soon after, 
however, aud the document was not 
served. 
.Some time was consumed in an 
attempt between Mr. Fitzgerald and 
Deputy District Attorney Ilardesty to 
stipulate as to the Orange county 
members of the Grand Jury, but it did 
not succeed very well, on account of 
what Mr. Fitzgerald called Mr, Hat- 
desty’s incorrigibility. In the mean 
time, **Mr.’’ Boyce looked daggers at 
several members of the late inquisition 
body, as if he would like to impale 
‘them upon a pen steeped in gall. 

There were only eight members of 
the Grand Jury present, but they were 
the unes by whom the defendant 
trusted to prove prejudice, and after 
several preliminary discussions their 
examination upon the motion to set 
aside the indictment began. 

_ Mr. Fitzgerald read the motion, 
which asked the setting aside of the 
indictment charging Bovce with ex- 
torting $50 from Justice Theodore Sav- 
age, unless he wished to have an arti- 
cle published about him in the Tribune 
reflecting on his character. The 
grounds upon which the motion was 
made were that several of the grand 
jurors are residents of Orange county; 
that District Attorney Kelly and Mr. 
Hardesty were present during an ex- 

ression of opinion and voting by the 
Grand Jury; thata state of mind ex- 
isted in the minds of Foreman Furrey, 


time which prevented them from act- 
ing impartially toward the defendant. 
Those present in the courtroom 
squared themselves to see the annihi- 
lation of the Grand Jury and the 
clearing up of the tortuous path of the 
defendant, but the examination fell 
flat, in spite of the whispered advice 
of the defendant to his counsel. The 
first witness put on the stand was 
Maj. W. C. Furrey, whowas examined 
more at length than any one else. His 
testimony was as follows:

Furrey: The District Attorney 
presented the indictment as you find 1t 
there. 
Mr. Fitzgerald: Thatis not an an- 
swer to my question. 
Maj. Furrey: I consider that it calls 
for secrets of the Graud Jury. 
The Court allowed the question to be 
asked. He said that a charge of preju- 
dice has been made, and any question 
tending to throw some light on the 
question is admissable. 
Maj. Furrev: The District Attorney 
was our legal adviser, and we talked 
the matterail over, and the indictment 
was formed to correct the former one.

none aré to be had now. I suppose you 


will now import them from New 
Orleans, and consumers here will have 
to pay you $2 a sack, as they did a year 
ago. 

ro M.: There are none to be had 
from the South, and the price. in San 
Francisco is $2.75 per sack. 

F.: Then we must do without sweet 
potat es, or pay something like $3.50 
persack forthem? But how was ityou 
were selling them for 25 cents per sack 
only a few weeks ago? 

C. M.: Because there was a large 


raised here. . 
But sweet potatoes will keep 
well, inadry place, for a whole year, 
as they are not inclined to sprout like 
Irish potatoes. What then has become 
of the large crop raised tere? 
C. M.: The frost and wet weather 
rotted the crop in the ground. 
_F.: Well, let us see about that. If 
you could retail sweet potatoes at 25 
cents per sack, you must have bought 
them for less than that, and it is evi- 
dent that the producers did not receive 
more than enough to pay for the sacks 
and the hauling. 
C. M.: That’s so. 
F.: Now I see why we are out of 
sweet potatoes. The price being less 
than the cost of sacking and hauling 


~—to-market, there was nothing to pay

the price you think proper to pay him, 
ae allow for the cost of digging.

Pompeii the Father of Canning. 
|!Pomona Progress. | 

It is a singular fact that the people 
of this age learned the correct princi- 
ples of fruit-canning from the ancient 
Pompeiians. About seventy-five years 
ago, when the earliest excavations were 
made at Pompeii, a party of English- 
men found, in what appeared to be the 
kitchen of a ruined home in the buried 
city, aquantity of stone jars of pre- 
| served figs. One was opened, aud the 
fruit was found fresh and delicious. 
Naturally, the means of preserving 
fruit through centuries of time was 
carefully looked into. Examination 
showed that the figs had been into 
the jars in a heated state, an aperture 
left for the steam to escape, and then 
sealed with wax. The hint was taken, 
and the next year canning was intro- 
duced in England ‘and the United 
States, the process being identical with 
that in vogue in Pompeii 20 centuries 
ago. Theold ladies in America who 
canned tomatoes and peaches do not 
realize that they are indebted for this 
art toa people who were ashes but a 
few years after Christ.

THE PAINTER FIRE. 


Prompt Action and Good Water 
Facilities Prevent a Disaster. 
The fire at the Painter, Hotel Friday 
night, brief. mention of which was 
made in yesterday’s Times; came very 
near proving a serious conflagration. 
The fi.mes were first discovered issu- 
ing from the cook’s room, which ‘is 
located on the east side of the build- 
ing, first floor. This was shortly after 


7 o’clock. When the fire was noticed 
it had already gained considerable 
headway, and it looked as it the entire 
building would be consumed. 

The guests were badly frightened, 
and many of them began to remove 
their belongings from’ their rooms to 
save them from the flames..

Painter, assisted by some of the male 
inmates of the house, with great pres- 
ence of mind/vattached a hose to the 
main pipe leading from a big reservoir 
situated farther up the slope, and witi 
a capacity of 750,000 gallons. By this 
means a strong stream was secured, 
which happily proved effective in ex- 
tinguishing the fire before the flames 
had spread beyond the cook’s room. 

The near-by schoolhouse bell sounded 
several taps of alarm, but the ringing 
was stopped shortly. No alarm was 
sounded down town, and few outsiders 
knew ot the fire. The excellent. water 
facilities of the Painter were referred 
toina recent article in Tur Times, 
und Friday’s experience proves the 
correctness of the statements then 
made. 

The woodwork and contents of the 
room where the fire originated were 

retty generally destroyed. The loss 
s covered by insurance. ‘The cause of 
the conflagration is not known.

Cookies.—One teacup half lard and 
half butter, one of thick cream, two of 
sugar, one coffee-cup milk, one heap- 
ing teaspoonful of saleratus, two 
cream tartar. Knead soft, bake in. 
quick oven. 
_ Pork Cake.—One pound pork, chopped 
very fine; two cups sugar, One cup mo- 
lasses, one pint water, one pound 
raisins, chopped not very fine; one 
teaspoonful cloves, one nutmeg, one 
teaspoonful soda. If itis iced it will 
keep some time. 

Dessert.—Vlace a3 many crackers as 
may be desired in saucers and cover 
with boiling water. When all the 
water is absorbed cover with thick 
cream and sugar; then place a spoonful 
of jelly in the center of each, and sea- 
son with nutmegs. No nicer dessert 
can be desired. e 

Fruit Cake.—Two pounds raisins; one 
and a half pounds currants; three 
quarters of a pound citron; six ounces 
butter; half —o suzar; three eggs; 
haif- pint milk; half gill brandy; small 
cup molasses; large teaspoonful of 
soda; one and a half pounds of flour; 
spice to please the taste. 

Lemon Rice Pudding.—Boil four ta- 
blespoonfuls of rice till softened; one 
quart of milk sweetened to taste; a 
small piece of butter. When nearly 
cool add the beaten rere of four eggs, 
and one teaspoonful of lemon extract; 
put in the oven; when nearly done 
beat the‘whites to a froth; add four 
spoonfuls of white sugar; pour over the 
top and brown it; to be eaten cold. 
Very nice. | 

Cocoanut Cuke.—Two cups sugar; half 
7 butter; cup sweet milk; three and 
a half cups flour; two eggs; two tea- 
spoonfuls cream tartar; one teaspoon- 
ful soda, putin the milk, stir the 
cream tartar in the flour; then stir alto- 
gether without beating the eggs. For 
frosting use the whites of two eggs. 
Make the cake in s!x thin layers, put- 
ting frosting and cocoanut between. .

When the Pan-Americans visit the 
slope they will go by way of New Or- 
leans, taking the Southern, Pacific, 
and Los Angeles will be among the 
first places of interest where they will 
stop. 

Mr. Estee himself is deeply en- 
grossed with the business before the 
congress, and he has put in much of his 
spare time in seeing that the diplo- 
Matic guests are pleasantly enter- 
tained during their moments of leis- 
ure. 


The delegates to the congress form a 


' most distinguished body of men. When 


it was determined to hold an inter- 
national-American conference at 
Washington, having for its object-the 
adjustment otf many international 
questions of vital importance to the 
American powers, the governments in- 
volved wisely came to the conclusion 
that the men to be selected to repre- 
sent them respectively should be 
statesmen of the highest order. The 
result is that the shrewdest and most 
skiliful diplomats of two continents 
have come together at the capital in 
conference. | 

A PROMINENT MEXICAN DIPLOMAT. 

One of the most familiar faces in 
diplomatic circles today is that of 


Sefior Matias Romero, the Mexican} 
Minister to the United States, and the 


principal representative of Mexico in 
the conterence. Sefior Romero was 
born in the city of Oajaca on February 
24, 1837. At the age of 8 he entered 
the Seminary of Oajaca to study Latin, 
and when he had been there three 
years he entered the Institute of Art 
and Sciences at Oajaca. Here, atter 


_ completing a more general course, he 


studied law. In 1853 he went to the 
City of Mexico, and was at once ap- 
pointed to a position in the depart- 
ment of foreign affairs. In December, 
1859, Sefor Romero was appointed 
secretary of the Mexican legation at 
Washington, and in the following year 
was made charge d’affaires. In 1863 
he returned to Mexico, and entered the 
military service of the government, 


. being given the rank of colonel 


of staff to. 
Gen. Diaz, then in command of the 
government forces., in the latter part 
of 1863 he was appointed Minister to 
the United States, and he was still 
holding that position when he was 
made Secretary of Finances and Pub- 
lic Credit in January, 1868. These 
financial duties were temporarily for- 
saken in May of the same year, when 
he returned to this country to complete 
certain treaty negotiations. In August, 
_Seflor Romero resumed tharge of the 
Mexican Treasury Department, and 
remained there for four years.~ For a 
while Romero served in the Mexican 
Senate, and afterward in the House; 
then for two years he was again Sec- 
‘retary of the Treasury. He became 
interested in railroads, and was asso- 
ciated with Gen. Grant in the Mexican 
Bouthern Railroad. He resigned his 
pemeree In connection with that road 
take his old post as Minister to the 
United States on February 15, 1882, 
and has continued to represent Mexico 
jn this country, 
THE BRAZILIAN REPRESENTATIVE. 
Salvador de Menezes e Vasconcellos 
Drummond Furtado de Mendonca. is 
the name of Brazil’s most prominent 
delegate to the international congress. 
Benhor de Mendonca is a Brazilian by 
birth, but--has- Scotch, Spanish and: 
Portuguese blood in bis veins. - Hewas 
born July 21,.1841, in the province of 
Rio Janeiro, Brazil, and at the age of 
24 was professor of history in the col- 
lege of Pedro II., at Rio de Janeiro. 
In 1861 he began to write for the-press.

began with Mr. Quintino Bocayuva 
to publish the Republican, the first 
daily organ of republican ideas in 
Brazil, which started the organization 
of the party which has recently come 
into power and which has founded the 
United States of Brazil. In 1872 he 
retired from journalistic work and de- 
voted his time to novel writing and 
literary collaboration, reviewing, etc. 
Two years later he found himself at 
the side of his old friend, Quintino 
Bocayuva, now Minister of Foreign 
Affairs,in the daily paper, Globo, of 
Rio de Janeiro. In 1874 his wife died, 
leaving five grief-stricken children; 
illness compelled him to leave the 
press, andin 1875 he was appointed 
Consul-General to the United States, 
with headquarters in New York city. 
In 1876 he married Miss Maria Elisa 
Varney Redman of the State of 
After serving as Consul-General of 
Brazil for 14 years, during which 
périod he was the Brazilian Commis- 
Sioner at the Internation Exhibition 
ut New Orleans, and advocated stren- 
uously before his government closer 
relations with the United States, he 
was appointed last July Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
of Brazil at Washington on a special 
mission and delegate to the Interna-~ 
tional American Conference. Three 
days after the fall of the Emperor, 
who was well-informed of the republi- 
can ideas of his Consul-General and 
had perfect confidence in his loyalty to 
the service of his country, Sefior Men- 
donca received notice from his old 
friend, Bocayuva, that his powers had 
been renewed by the new administra- 
tion. He is now a member of four 
committees of the conference, the 
Executive Committee, the Committee 
on Communication on the Atlantic, 
the Committee on Customs Regulations 
and the Committee on Banking. 
SENOR VARAS, THE CHILIAN MINIS- 
TER. 
Senor Emilio C. Varas, who repre- 
sents Chili in the United States and in 
the conference, is a well-known figure 
in diplomatic and social circles. In 


his native dountry he has an extensive 


reputation as an astute lawyer, jurist, 
Statesman and diplomat, and is also w 
writer of no mean pretensions. He 
was born in Chili 44 years ago, and in 
that land received his education. He 
graduated from the Natidnal Univer- 
sity at Santiago at 22, and was then 
appointed a professor of public in- 
struction. Almost immediately after- 
ward he was elected a representative 
to the Chilian Congress, and for sev- 
eral years was a justice of the Court of 
Appeals. In 1885, he was called into 
the cabinet as minister of justice and 
public instruction, and when he re- 
tired from the cabinet was appointea 
director of the mint and a member of 
the council of State. In May, 1887, he 
Was made envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary to Brazil, and 
in August, 1888, was transferred to 
this country. During his residence in 
Chili, Sefior Varas was prominently 
connected with some of its leading 
newspapers, and his journalistic work 
attracted a. great deal of attention. 
Accompanying him are his wife, two 
}daughters and a son, and thé latter 
SENOR VELARDE OF BOLIVIA. 

One of the ablest and most sagacious 
men in the conference is Sefior Juan 
Francisco Velarde, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
from Bolivia to the United States and 
delegate to the conference. 

He was born in Santa Cruz de la 
Sierra about forty-nine years ago, and 
|after studying in his native town and 
at the University of Sucre, he gradu- 
ated from the latter institution in 1864, 
a full-fledged lawyer. He rose rapidly 
in politics from this time on, holding 
many important government positions, 
and, in 1870, when it became necessary 
for Bolivia to send her shrewdest

diplomat to England to restore the 
ruptured relations then existing be- 
tween the two countries, Sefior Velarde 
was selected as the man best fitted to 
make the attempt. Lis reception was 
‘very chilly, but his mission was suc- 
cessful. As an incident to the trip 
Velarde called at Lima while en route 
to England, and secured on most ‘ad- 
vantageous terms a national loan of 
#4,000.000. A change in the political 
character of the government occurred 
at this juncture, and Sefior Velarde re- 


terested in numerous commercial en- 
terprises connected with inland navi- 
gation. In 1874 he was elected once 
more to represent Santa Cruz in’ Con- 
gress, and in 1881 his fellew citizens 
sent him to act for them in the consti- 
tutional convention which was held 
La Paz. In ’82 he was named for 
Congress from the department of 
Cochabamba, and from that position 
he stepped up to be the Senator from 
Santa Cruz. He was appointed minis- 
ter resident to Brazil in 1885, and be- 
fore his return to Bolivia, which took 
place in ’87, he negotiated a com- 
mercial treaty between the two 
countries. While home on a vacation 
in 1887, on his way through Sucre, the 
then President, Sefor Pacheco nomi- 
nated him ministerof foreign relations 
in his cabinet. This responsible 
position he filled through Pacheco’s 
administration, and into the early part 
of the term of Dr. Aniceto Arce, who 
is still President. After leaving the 
cabinet he was sent to Potosi as pre- 
fect, and although his administration 
there was very satisfactory, it was 
deemed best further to honor him by 
sending him to the United States in 
September last as the Bolivian 
representative and delegate to the 
congress. efor Velarde is a jourpal- 
ist of considerable reputation. He 
founded the uewspaper Heraldo, at 
Cochabamba, in 1867, 4nd he is still its 
proprietor, it being one of the most 
influential journals of Bolivia.

Sev- 
eral times he has refused to take a 
place in the cabinet for the same rea- 
son, and it was only from persenal re- 
gard for Dr. Duran, now President, 
that he consented to act as delegate to 
the international conference.

his w‘fe and nine children. 
THE ARGENTINE MINISTER. 

Dr. Manuel Quintano, one of the 
most active debaters in the conference, 
is a native of Buenos Ayres, and was 
born in that city in 1835. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1858, and with 
brief interruptions has followed the 


profession of the Jaw for more than 30 
years. During this period he has re- 
ceiyed no less than sixteen important 
appointments, such as deputy to the 
national congress of the Argentine 
Republic in 1862-64, and again in 
1867-70; being president of the chamber 
in 1868-69, and for the fourth time in 
1878-80; senator frony the province of 
tion, 1870-76, during which time he was 
frequently elected president pro 
tempore of the Senate, president of

ECQUADOR’S REPRESENTATIVE. 
Sefior José M. Placido Caamafio is 
fone of the most distinguished dele- 
gates in the conference. Ileisa pleas- 
ant-faced gentleman of about 450 
years, and has been Mayor of Guaya- 
quil aud chief of the customs-house 
service of Ecquador. Mr. Caamaio 
was not in accord with the administra- 
tion of Veintimilla, the dictator-gen- 
eral, and having labored to the end 
that Veintimilla’s official and individ- 
ual career might be abbreviated, he 
fwas banished in 1883. The combined 
forces of Caamajfio, Sarasati and others 
captured the city of\G@uayaquil in the 
month of May, and on October 11th 
following Mr. Caamafio was elected 
president ad interim, and was finally 
proclaimed president of the republic 
| February 17, 1584: Le is the leader of 
the conservative party of Ecquador, 
but is extremely popular among his 
political opponents. A determined 
attempt to assassinate him was made 
in February, 1886, but he escaped. The 
administration of President Caamajio 
was of immense benefit to Ecquador, 
and among the improvements intro- 
duced during his presidency were the 
telegraph, railways, an institute of 
sciences, several colleges and mapy | 
.new schools. 
DR. ROQUE SAENZ PENA 
is another conspicuous member of the 
conference from the Argentine ltepub- 
He was born at Buenos Ayrésin 
1951, and studied law at the university 
f'that city, receiving bis diploma and 
being admitted to the bar in 1875.

John B. Henderson of Mis- 
souri, ex-Senator Henry G.: Davis-of 
West Virginia, Morris M. Estee, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss of New York, John W. 
Hanson of Georgia, and T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, a great-grandson of Thomas 
Jefferson, are all of them United States 
delegates to the conference. 

One of the most: useful members of 
the Congress is Mr. William E. Curtis 
of the Chicago News, its executive 
officer. To Mr. Curtis is due much of 
the success of the extended tour made 
last fall by the Pan-Americans, and he 
has been a potent influence in keeping 
the delegates happy ever since they 
have peen in the United States.

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| REFORMING THE BOYS. 


HOW IT I8 DONE AT THE 
WASHINGTON SCHOOL, 


The Only Similar Institution Under 
Control of the Federal Govern- 


ment—A Flattering Exhibit—In- 


dustry and Good Health. 


The. twentieth annual report of the 
board of trustees of the Reform School 
of the District of Columbia, issued 
from the Government Printing Office 
at Washington, contains much inter- 
esting information in regard to that 
institution. 

This is the only school of its kind in 
the United States, under control of the 
General Government. It was organ- 
ized nearly twenty-one years ago, and 
from that time down to and including 
the 30th of June last there have been 
received 1386 boys. On the first day of 
the last fiscal year there were 155 boys 
in the school. During the fiscal year 
ending June 30,1889, 84 boys were re- 
ceived, making during the year a total 
of 239 boys. 

Of boys received during the year, 9 
were committed by the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia, 49 by the 
police court, and 26 by the president of 
the board of trustees. Eighty were re- 
ceived upon first commitment and 4 
upon second commitment. The aver- 

age of the boys was 12} years. The 
Oldest boy received was 16 years of age, 
the youngest 8 years. 
No deaths have occurred at the 
school for over two years, and from 
the time the school was organized until 
now but nine 
out of a population of 1386, covering a 
eriod of nearly twenty-one years. 
This speaks very well for the care and 
attention which the boysreceive, _ 

During the year, 49 bovs were dis- 
charged. It is a rule of the board of 
trustees not, to discharge a boy unless 
he has a proper home to return to. 
Many instances have been brought to 
the attention of the board of dis- 
charged boys holding places of trust 
and responsibility. They are sent out 
well equipped to make their way in,the 
world. 

In regard to means of employment 
for the boys while in the institution, a 


“committee of the trustees, which re- 


cently inspected several similar 
schools, recommends that as little 
machinery as possible be used and that 
no trades be taught which will require 


the use of it toany great extent, for 


the reason that when the inmates 
leave the school they must, to a great 
extent, depend upon their own hands, 
and they should be taught to work 
without, the aid of machinery. They 
recommend that the shoeshop and 
tailorshop be largely increased, and 
that all the shoes required at the school 
be made there; also that the trades of 
bricklaying, plastering and carpenter- 
ing be taught, and skilled 
mechanics be employed to teach the 
boys these trades. 
he House of Refuge in Philadel- 
hia is one of the oldest institutions in 
e country, and is a walled institu- 
tion, but the managers have come to 
the conclusion that open schools, simi- 
lar to that at Washington, are better 
in every way, and have purchased a 
farm of about four hundred acres near 
that city, at a cost of over fifty thou- 
i do and there has been appro- 
priated of $750,000 for the 
erection of buildings; thus showing the 
importance that the State of Pennsyl- 
vapia places upon the necessity of the 
a and education of this class 
ys. 
The total amount of disbursements 
at the Washington school, on account

They are kept by themselves, and are lo- 
cated ip the main building, directly under 
the eyes of the superintendent and matron. 
This change works more than well. The 
smaller boys are thus removed from many 
evil influences of the larger boys, and are 
where they are constantly under the imme- 
diat _ ch rge of the. superintendent ana 
matron. In institutions of this character, 
Jong experience teaches that boys should be 
separated as much as possible, the larger 
froth the smaller, and each family kept as 
Small in numbers as can conveniently be 
done. No family should exceed fifty in 
number, and even this number is too large. 
.. There are now three family build- 
ings, each of which it is desired to 
limit to not exceeding fifty boys, but at 
times that limit has to be passed. 

f 84 boys received during the past 
year71 were American. Of the causes 
of commitment, 46 are classed under 
the head of “incorrigibility” and 22 
under “larceny.” Forty-four had both 
parents living, and 34 one parent. In 
religions—such us they possessed—26 
were Baptists, 23 Methodists, and 15 
Catholics. A great majority could 
read and write fairly—some well. 

The large farm in connection with 
this institution makes a very extensive 
and ever ready workshop, large enough 

_ to accommodate double the amount of 
muscle at command. : 
_ Under existing rules boys can only 
be discharged on their ‘*Honor Badge,” 
aud after having acquired some knowl- 


edge of arithmetic in its four primary. 


divisions, together with a fair ability 
to read and write and to recite readily 
_the multiplication. tables. The re- 
quirements under this wholesome rule 
have provided a wonderful incentive 
to increased application ifstudy with 
most of the boys, and even the dullest 
intellect will sometimes gather suffi- 
cient courage: from this new source of 
inspiration to gain such promotion in 
his class as wil! secure to bim finally 
the proffered boon—his honorable dis- 


arge..

ART AND ARTISTS. 


The Soul of Art Akin to the Soul of 
Poverty—Notes. 
There isa divinity in art which is 
akin to poetry. Indeed, the true art- 
ist must possess the soul of the poet 
in order to be able to fully interpret 
all the poetry of Nature. A picture is 
worth nothing unless it expresses 
some sentiment—unless it has a soul. 
Nature is full of soul. There is 
beauty and power, pathos and sub- 
limity, harshness and tenderness to 
be found in her varying moods. Where 
is the artist that can paint a river, 
whose eye does not brighten at its 
flash of crystal, or whose ear fails to 
catch the sweet melody ef its running 
waters? 
Could one paint the glory of thesky 
who was never thrilled by its perfec- 
tion of color and of brightness? True 
art exists only where there is the high- 
est- culture and where the soul has 
divested itself of crudeness. As has 
been said, ‘The truest, highest art is 
the spontaneous outgrowth of the 
tendencies of an age or of a race, one 
of the signs by which we are enabled 
to determine the character of an epoch, 
while on the other hand, close resem- 
blance in the style of the art of two 
distinct peoples implies either that 
they are of one stock, or that one is 
the imitator of the other; and there- 
fore inferior to the degree that a cop 
is inferior to the original. | 
‘**[t cannot be too often repeated that 
art is a result rather than a cause, a 
form of utterance as much as a 
thought expressed, a means of giving 
expression to certain individual or na- 
tional impulses,

and intelligently, to select certain 
traits of a given scene and reject 
others, and to treat it with a handling 
that shows a mastery of the subject 
aud a deliberate determination to pro- 
duce a certain effect, that is one, and 
perhaps the only, way to correctly rep- 
resent external nature or landscape.” 
Who that has seen it does not admire 
the eloquence of art as expressed in 
the Angelus? It is not mere beauty 
of form or outline that holds us, but 
t is the wonderful and beautiful 
soul that is made to speak in 
face and attitude.

We 
cannot fail to perceive the searching 
and divining spirit of the painter who 
reaches down into all the mysteries of 
being and gives them language. 
Not every one who attempts 
it scan learn this art language. 


Itis a gift not to be acquiréd. A 


great artist is born, not made. No 
amount of training can make a genuine 
artist of a man unless the power is in- 
herent with him.

Justice Brewer isa nephew of Jus- 
tice Field and this is the first time in 
our history that an uncle and nephew 
bas ever been on the Supreme Bench 
at the same time. An extraordinary 
vein of legal brain must have existed 
among the ancestors of the Field fam- 
lly. Hereis David Dudley Field for 
Sm one of the greatest lawyers in 

ew York, Stephen J. Field is on the 
Supreme Bench, and has been a judge 
for more than a generation. Brewer, 
the son of Field’s sister, makes a repu- 
tation in Kansas as a lawyer and 
comes to the Supreme Bench on his 
merits. 

Justice Brewer was born in Smyrna, 
and it is a curious fact that Justice 
Stephen J. Field spent a part of his 
boyhood in Smyrna. His sister mar- 
ried-a missionary, and at. 13 years of 
age she took her brother with her to 
Asia Minor. Brewer did not remain 
in Asia long enough to have his skin 
tanned by the tropical suns, and when 
he was a squawking baby of 11 months 
he was brought back to America. 
Both he and Justice Field studied law 
with David Dudley Field in New York 
and both went West to practice. ; 

The two men have no features in 
common. Justice Field is one of the 
finesi-looking men in public life, and 
Brewer is aiso fine-looking, but of a 
different type. Justice Field might 
pose for a Venitian doge, as he sits 
with a black velvet cap upon his head 
upon the bench. He bas a high fore- 
head, a full beard of sable silver, and 
his face is one of the most classic on 


| the benéh. He is six feet tall, and his | 


great frame is symmetrically devel- 
oped. He has, I think, grown older in 
appearance since the late Terry episode 


in California, and it must have been a| 


terrible annoyance to him. Justice 
Field is also a highly-cultured man. 
He is wéll-read in almost every branch 
of literature, and he talks most enter- 
lainingly. He has broad ideas as to 
the future of this country, keeps bim- 
self abreast of public questions, and is 
fond of society. His wife is one of the 
noted entertainers of Washington, 
and the two live together in a 
fine old house across the park from 
and facing the Capitol. I don’t know 
much as to Judge Field’s wealth. His 
brothers are millionaires, but the Jus- 
tice once told me that his salary was 
not sufficient to pay his expenses, and 
he relerred in this to the immense cost 
of the traveling expenses of a Supreme 
justice. Judge Field crosses the con- 


| tinent once or twice a year, and he 


always pays his fare.

Harrison he wore an English hunting 
outfit. He has been recently married 
to a daughter of the late Justice 
Matthews, and he looks so good- 
natured that I doubt not his wife calls 
bim Horace. Judge Gray comes from 
one of the old families of Massachu- 
setts and his grandfather was a Lynn 
man, who died the’ richest man in 
all New England. One of the sons of 
this man, but whether it was Gray’s 
uncle or not I do not know, left 3000 
rare engravings to Harvard College and 
left $16,000 to keep them in order. He 
‘left also $50,000 to found a zoological 
museum at Harvard, and Gray’s Hall 
of Harvard is named after him. Gray 
graduated at Harvard at the age of 16. 
He was appointed after the death of 
the late Justice Clifford by President 
Arthur. George Boutwell was a 
candidate for the place at the 
sume time, but Arthur is said 
to have chosen Gray on the 
account of the statement of Senator 
Hoar, who claimed that Garfield in- 
tended to have appointed him. George 
C. Guisham, in commenting upon the 
appointment, said that ‘it was made 
on a forged will of the late James A. 
Garfield, presented for probate by 
George F. Hoar.”’ Justice Gray lives 
very nicely at Washington. He has a 
big house with a cave-like entrance on 
the corner of Sixteenth and | streets. 
There is probably a good glice of his 
rich grandfather’s wealth still in the 
family, and this, added to the accumu- 
lations of his own practice and bis 
$10,000 a year, ought to keep the wolf 
from the door. 

Justice Harlan is almost as big a 
manas Gray. He comes of a noted 
Kentucky family, and his father was 
the Attorney-General of that State. 
Harlan was a graduate of a Kentucky 
college, was a colonel in the Union 
army, and he was a member of the 
Louisiana Commission that was ap- 
pointed by President Hayes. He suc- 


ceeded David Davis as a Justice of| of Los A 


the Supreme Court, and his health is 
so good that he promises to be 
on the bench for many years 
tocome. He is one of the finest look- 
ing men in public life and over six 
feet in height. He has a great dome of 
a head, a Websterian .nose, and he 
walks with the dignity of a king. His 
wife is also fine looking, and the two 
are marked figures wherever they ap- 
pear together. Justice Harlan bas a 
fine brick villa on the heights above 
Fourteenth street, and from his win- 
dows he can overlook the whole of 
Washington and the winding valley of 
the Potomac. 


Justice Blatchford comes of a race 
of lawyers. His father was for years 
the American counsel for the Bank of 
England, and Jater for the Bank of 
the United States. He was a warm 
personal friend of Daniel, and he was 
one of the executors of Webster’s will. 
Justice Blatchford himself was. the 
private secretary of William H. Seward, 
and he was afterward one ot Seward’s 
law partners. Ile had made a fortune 
before he came here to Washington; 
and now, at 70, he is rich, and occupies 
a dignified position, with a $10,000 


salary. He is an example of 
the fact that greatness does not 
go by pounds. and feet. He 


is under medium height, and weighs 
in the neighborhood of one hundred 
and fifty pounds. He has rather a 
flat face, without much color in it. His 
white whiskers fringe. his throat and 
inch their way upto his cheeks to a 
line ending with the base of his chin, 
where. they are cut short by the 
razor. His hair is of frosted-silver, 
and heis on the ‘whole a rather fine- 
looking man. Hé@ has a big brick 
house on the corner of Farragut

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Justice Lamar takes to the gown 
naturally,’and he has become recon- 
ciled to the immense pile of work 
which the court has before it. At first 
he gorged bimself wig cases like an 
anaconda gorges itse? with a carcass, 
but he has now gotten down to labor- 
ing about ten hours a day, and devot- 
ing the remainder of his time to other 
matters. Lamar is a curious intellect- 
uality. . Irregularity is the order 
with him. He eats at all sorts of 
hours, ‘and he can, I an. told, 
work for twenty hours at a stretch 
and then goto bed and sleep for 20 
hours more with the innocent recuper- 
ating slumbers of a’ baby. He thinks 
as irregularly as he eats and works, 
and in the midst of a patent case his 
mind will sometimes fiy off into 
abstruse calculations ‘‘upon the limita- 
tions of the infinite’? questions of the 
Trinity, or the Shakespeare vs. Bacon 
controversy. It comes back, however, 
alt _rignt within a few moments, and 
takes up the thread of the case so easily 
that the other judges do not know that 
it has been away. Justice Lamar isa 
great newspaper reader. He has the 
curious faculty of remembering 
bits of newspaper poetry, and 
he can quote ridiculous little 
pieces gathered from the dailies 
of the last half century. He is a 
man of great scholarship, and the 
record of his life is more that ofa 
scholar than that of a politician, 
was professor of law at the Universit 
of Oxford, Miss., in 1871, and his stock 
of classical learning is very great. He 
isagreat admirer of Plato, and can 
quote from ‘Thuycidides, Herodotus 
and Livy. His favorite poets are 
Shelley and Keats, and he 1s very fond 
of quoting poetry in private conversa- 
tion with lovers of the-posts. ‘He was 
married again about three years ago, 
and his last wife was well-to-do. 

Justice Lamar himself is worth less 
than fifty thousaud dollars. He hasa 
farm in Mississippi upon which there 


jare many fine Jersey cattle, and 


up to his appointment as _ justice 
he liked nothing better than his 
Mississippi home. Now, however, he 
finds it impossible to pay much atten- 
tion to it, and I understand that he 
would sell it if he could. He is already 
65 years of age; his place upon the 
bench gives him a residence at Wash- 
ington for a number of years. He has 


_a house here on Massachusetts avenue, 


and the $10,000 which he gets from the 
Government moves him further away 
from Mississippi than he has even been 
before.
